THE NEW ORLEANS DEFALCATION. 

At the time of the failure of the First Na 
ional bank in 1867, the present comptroller 
of the currency was in charge of the office of 
‘ssistant treasurerio New Orleans. Having 
discovered a large defaleation, over $1,100,000 
in that office, the defaulting assistant treas- 
urer vave to him his personai check Upon the 
First National bank of New Orleans for 331>5,- 
i774, upon which $94,000 of cash, being. tie 
total amount of money then in bank, Was 
taken by the comptroiler and applied upon 
this cheek. It was subsequently found by 
the receiver of the bank thate the bank 
beld iegal. assets against the check 
of the assistant treasurer, and 
that there was realiy nothing due upon the 
larve check held by the government, but, in 
the meantime, the $04,000 collected from the 
bank liad been covered into the treasury. 
Subsequentiy, the government, by subroga- 
tion. became the creditor of the bank for a 
large amount, and the comptroller has, since 
(a7 4, persistently declined, under the best le 
val advice, to pay to the government the sub- 
sequent dividends, amounting to about 360,- 
unless the $94,000 erroneously paid the 
covernment be aliowed im its settlement. 
This allowance has been persistently retused, 
and has been the subject’ of controversy in 
the department for more than six years 
thus delaying the final settlement of the 
allairs ot the bank. Uhe_ present secre- 
tary of the treasury, after a _ care- 
ful review of the papers in the case 
reversed the previous decision and decided in 
favor of the comptroller, and wpon his recom- 
mendation an appropriation was made by the 
last congress of $28,173 as the balance due 
from tbe government to the bank. The 
whole amount of the claim of creditors aggre- 
gate $100,469, and is to be distributed among 
about 500 different creditors, and is payable 
at the treasury department by the comp-

The funds required 
for these schools are to be expended by the 
secretary of the Interior, from mon- 
eys appropriated for general pur- 
poses of education among tbe Indians Mr. 
Haworth says be has visited Fort Ripley and 
thinks it would be an excellent location for 
an Indian school. There, however, appears 
to be some difficulty with the war depart- 
ment regarding the turning over of these two 
posts for Indian schools at this time.

New York, September 26.—The detuils 
the coilision of the Wilson line 
Lepanto and the Netherland line 
Kdam show that up to that time the Lepanto 
had had an uneventful passage. About nine 
o'clock a fog inclosed wer. At half-past ten 
o'clock the fog wasso heavy that the chief 
engineer of the Lepanto had long been warned

Through the fog came the sound of another 
steam whistle. The engines were at once 
stopped, the helm put hard aport, and then 
the engines were reversed, At the same 
time a mast-head light was seen, and then 
there was a staggering crash as the two ships 
came together The’ Edam, a somewhat 
larger vessel, appears to have been moving at 
almost her full speed. She ran the 
bow of the Lepanto, and caught blow 
amidship, under her bunkers. It did not 
hinder her from continuing on her course, 
and she swept by the Lepanto, and was lost 
to sight. Tne force with which the Lepanto 
struck the other shlp made her récoil. 

Tiere was a panic on the Edam. One watch, 
the chief engineer and ail the passengers were 
in bed, and many were asleep Among them 
were the stewardess, three female steerege 
passengers and three women cabin passenyers. 
fhey found time to seize at least a portion of 
clothing, so that none came on deck or were 
rescued in their. night-dress. All expected 
the vessel to sink instuntiy, but she remained 
afloat fully twenty minutes. [np a quarter ot

It seemed an age before the Lepanto was 
heard from. Her captain had first ordered ati 
examination of the injuries to hisown vessel. 
He found the soundings five feet forward, 
four feet amidship, and three feet aft, and 
that the ship was making no water. It was 
after this thata boat was sent away in charge 
of the second officer. .The sea Was quiet. 
This boat was followed by two other bouts, 
with all the crew and officers who could be 
spared. 

UNDER THE WAVES. 

Nearly an hour elapsed, half of which pe- 
riod was after the disappearance of the kdam 
beneath the waves, betore the boats of the 
two ships brought to the Lepanto the twenty- 
one passengers of the Edam and fhity-two of 
the fifty-four who composed her cfticers anu 
crew. The Lepanto boats. rescued only four 
persons. . The third engineer and an assistant 
engineer were not saved. What became of 
them is not positively known. [he res- 
cued were made as comfortable as 
possible inthe Lepanto. The captain gave 
up his rvem tothe women, amd the men 
made the most of the small cabin. The Le- 
panto reached her wharf at the foot of West 
Tenth street at half past three o'clock this 
afternoon, and. the rescued passengers, othicers 
and crew of the Edam were at once trans- 
ferred to the steamship W. A. Sctol 
ter, of the Royal Netherlands line, now 
fying at the, company’s wharf in Jersey 
City, ready to sail next Wednesday. There 
were twenty-one passengers, and none were 
injured in the least. Among those in the 
cabins were four German priests, a German, 
an Knglishwoman and her daugtter, anda 
Holland woman. In the steerage were three 
women and ten men, muainiy Germans and 
Hollanders. They lost everything except 
the few garments they wore when the col- 
lision occurred.

of two collectors of internal revenue in Ala- 
bama and the appointment of their successors 
wus one of the results of the president's visi! 
to this city. The officers removed oy sus 
pended are Collector A. L. Morgan, of Mobile, 
and Collector James T. Rapier, of Montgom- 
ery, and their successors are Philip Joseph, in 
Mobile, and William Youngblood in Mont- 
gomery. These changes immediately folluw 
ed the appointment of Paul Strobach to be 
marshal of Alabama. Morgan was appointed 
only two years ago, and,in order to mak: 
room for him, Collector Mayer, an active sup 
porter of General Grant for the nomination at 
Chicago, was summarily removed. Morgan 
took his place as aSherman man. The col- 
lector’s brother, Charles E. Mayer, also a sup- 
porter of General Grant, Was afterwarus 
moved from the office of district attorney, 
and he became a practicing lawyer in this 
city. These removals were made after Sher 
man’s defeat at Chicago Rapier is an ex-con 
vressman aud a weli-known colored mun.

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A MiISER’S END, 


A Farmer Who Stowed Away Hia Wheat for Twenty 
¥eurs. 
Special dispatch to the Cincinnati Gazette. 
URBANA, O., September 2?4.—John Hicholtz, 
whose death was mentioned in the Gazette a 
day or two since, was an unusually eccentric 
ruaun. He came to Ohio abqut the year 1850, from 
Pennsylvania, and his earthly inheritance 
consisted of two silver half dollars, which 
was all his father bequeathed to bim in his 
will—virtuaily cutting him off. But Jobn 
came to Ohio, and vowed that he would yet 
be the richest Kicholtz living, © and 
by indomitable industry and the 
closest economy he succeeded 
in accomplishing his desire, and amassed a 
fortune of probably $100,000. He has kept 
his family in the most miserly manner, and 
they bave hardly had what was necessary for 
their wants. The place is aregular curiosity 
sbop, and his house-in which he hived was 
used fora dwelling, granary, and sortofa 
general wareroom. There was not an inch of 
carpet in the whole house. He has grain on 
hand that has been stored away for twenty 
years or more, and much of it is perfectly 
useless; many of the sacks in which it 
is tied up in have decayed, and if touched 
will fall to pieces. He has made but 
one sale of wheat since the war, 
and that Was several thousand 
bushels, which brought him several thousands 
of dollars.

THETRIUMPHAL DEMONSTRATION 
IN CAIRO. 


The Discussion of England’s Policy in Egypt—Glad- 
stone's Escape from Unpepularitgy~ine Cou. 
trol of the Canal—Dufferin as a Master 
of Diplomacy—Other Foreign News., 

Carko, September 26.—The khedive yesterday 
evening drove for an hour through the iliumin- 
ated streeis and was well received. The khedive 
will bestow upon General Wolseley the grand 
cordon of the order of Osmonli. To-day a 
grand reception was ‘held at the Ghezireh 
palace. Nearly one thousand representatives 
of the different villages were present. The 
khedive refused to receive many important 
pashas and beys, who came to profess loyalty, 
and warned the ulemas and other personages 
that they would be punished if they relapsed 
into disloyalty. ‘The principal British officers, 
with their staffs, were present. General 
Wolseley, however, was indisposed and un- 

able to be present. 
THE LAST SHOT OF THE CAMPAIGN, 

The surrender of Damietta finally disposes 
of the Egyptian rebellion. The English and 
the foreign press are in the thick of the dis- 
cussion on the resettlement of the country. 
[t seers to be forgotten that it practically re- 
mnains with Mr. Gladstone to say whether 
there shall be a reference to Europe or not 
The powers agreed to British intervention on 
the understanding that any modification of 
the status quo should be submitted to general 
consideration. At present the status quo on- 
ly isrevived since the kKhedive is resuming 
the government with the old arrangements, 
including the Anglo French control, in which 
thé French representative takes part. It is 
quite probable, however, that Mr. Gladstone’s 
scheme will make necessary serious changes 
lt is most likely tha: they will be submutted 
to parliament, and that then a conference 
willassemble.

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A FATAL NOMINATION, 


Is Secretary Frelinghuysen’s fate te be that of Messrs 
Evarte and Blaine !? 

WASHINGTON, September 26.—It igs a dark 
and ominous day for a secretarv of state when 
he finds himself nominated by the newspa- 
pers to the English mission. In vain he pro- 
testis, denies, and resigns the honor. His 
time has come, and soon he disappears from 
public affairs. Toward the end of 
the Hayes administration, Mr. 
was * much annoyed and 
disturbed by this fatal nomination. He jest- 
ed and frowned withoutavail. Heeven tried 
once to seriously argue with the spectre, and 
launching at its head some of his longest sen- 
tences, ne thought he bad slain it by ratioci- 
nation. It was not departmentally possible, 
he asserted, for a head to consent to be an 
inferior member. But logic and humor were 
alike futile. He vanished, and is no more. 
Mr. Blaine began to be offered the position 
immediately after Garfield was shot. He at 
once began to decline it but it was tendered 
anew after each page chill and with increas- 
ing frequency after Gartfield’s death. Blaine 
resisted stoutly, but in vain. The fatal offer 
undermined him, and he sank out of offiee in 
chill December. It is therefore a very serious 
tact for Mr. Frelinghuysen that the newspa- 
pers have now begun to nominate him also 
fur minister to England. He seems to realize 
his danger. for he has already begun to de- 
cline it. An afternoon newspaper says this 
evening: “It can be stated on the very best 
authority that Secretary Frelinghuysen will 
not underany circumstances accept the Brit- 
ish mission if is tendered him.” The mission 
having thus been offered him by the newspa- 
pers and duly declined by him, ‘his official 
condition is regarded as critical. ‘ 


FOREMAN DICKSON’S CHARGE. 


Thelr Speedy Investigation by the Government

WASHINGTON, September 22.—Inquiry atthe 
department of justice to-day failed to elicit 
any definite information as to when Messrs. 
Brewster Cameron and Bowen, the two ofti- 
cials who, Mr. William Dickson alleges, at- 
tempted to bribe him in connection with the 
verdict in the star route cases, will return to 
Washington. Immediately after the disclo- 
sure of Mr. Dickson, the | announce- 
ment was made that these two officials had 
been ordered home, and that a prompt inves- 
igation would follow. Itis now said at the 
department that Mr. Brewster Cameron is in 
Arizona on government business, and he is 
not expected here at once, unless he hes been 
instructed to come by Mr. Ker ur Mr. George 
Bliss, of the special counsel in the star route 
cases. If this has been done, the department 
of justice has not been’ advised of the fact.
